Reds Open Attacks 
In South Vietnam 


SAIGON (AP) — The Viet 
Cong 
and 
North 
Vietnamese 
m ade more heavy attacks in 
South Vietnam’s northern prov­ 
inces before dawn today, and 
U.S. officials said another phase 
in the enem y’s 
winter-spring 
cam paign has started. 
First reports said 16 Ameri­ 
can troops were killed and 68 
"■wounded in the coastal lowlands 
south of Da Naaig, while 17 
South Vietnamese were killed 
and 15 wounded, most of them 
civilians. At least 26 of the ene­ 
m y were reported dead. 
It was the second night of 
heavy enemy attacks in the re­ 
gion in three days. In more than 
a score of rocket, m ortar and 
ground attacks Saturday night 
and Sunday, seven U.S. troops 
and 
18 
Vietnamese 
civilians 
were killed and 25 American 
troops and 78 Vietnamese civil­ 
ians were wounded. Forty-four 
enemy were known dead. 
Official sources said today the 
assaults were “ the second phase 
of the Communist com m and’s 
winter-spring cam paign.” 
The he a n e st attacks early to­ 
day were a suicide commando 
assault on a U.S. Marine base 
cam p 26 miles south of Da Nang 
and the shelling of a ham let five 
miles northeast of My Lai, site 
of the alleged m assacre of Viet­ 
nam ese civilians by U.S. troops 
nearly two years ago.

Securities and Exchange Com­ 
mission has opened the second 
round of a generation-old utility 
merger battle that may deter­ 
mine whether America’s lights 
ai > lit by corporate giants or 
the local power company. 
The case that could have this 
broad economic result involves 
an attempt by American Elec­ 
tric Power Co., tile nation’s 
largest 
investor-owned 
power 
c o m p a n y , to acquire a relative- 
Iv small competitor in Ohio, the 
Columbus & Southern Power Co. 
The fight started with similar 
request by American Electric in 
11>41». AEP was turned down by 
the SEC then on grounds the 
proposed merger would make 
the firm too dominant in the 
utility market. 
The SEC’s division of corpo­ 
rate regulation says the pro- 
l*»ed acquisition of Columbus Sc 
Southern by AEP in a 1-to 1.3 
stock exchange would result in 
‘ undue concentration of eco­ 
nomic power.” 
The proposal also is being op­ 
in e d by several smaller Ohio 
Electric utilities and municipali­ 


ties, and by the city of Danville, 
Va., which clams AEP officials 
have tried to interfere in munic­ 
ipal elections with the aim of 
undermining the city’s publicly 
owned power system. 
The Justice Department also 
has been given permission to in­ 
tervene in the case, but so far 
has not commented publicly on 
its position. The SEC is consid­ 
ering the merger because it has 
jurisdicton through tho federal 
H o l d i n g Company Act.

Tran Van Don, 
accused Thieu not only of mak­ 
ing only a cursory investigation 
into the alleged massacre, but 
also of failing to make sure his 
subordinates clearly understood 
“national policy” on the conduct 
of the war. 
By this, the report apparently 
referred to a need for closer 
cooperation between province 
chiefs and allied military forces 
operating in the field. 
Thieu’s government has main­ 
tained since last November that 
no massacre by U.S. troops took 
place in My Lad, although the 
U.S. Army has filed charges 
against two soldiers. One 
& ' 
them, 1st Lt. William L. Galley 
Jr., is accused of murdering 109 
civilians in the village on March 
16, 1968. 
A number of U.S. troops 
fired 
and 
killed 
indiscrimi­ 
nately, causing fatalities to a 
number of civilians, most of 
them aged people, women and 
children,” 
the Senate report 
said without estimating the total 
number killed. 
“The South Vietnamese gov­ 
ernment tried to cover up its 
responsibilities 
concerning 
a 
massacre 
of 
many civilians 
rugnt in our natonal territory by 
issuing a short statement,” 
it 
added. 
The Defense 
Ministry had 
said on Nov. 22 that reports of a 
massacre were “completely in 
accurate,” and that 20 to 25 d 
vilians had been accadentaiDy 
killed by U.S. bombs and artil­ 
lery. 
“In this case the respond 
bility must, shift to the presi­ 
dent,” the report said. “The 
president must bear the entire 
responsibility before history and 
the people.”

Development Bank be initially 
capitalized with $1 billion stock 
subscribed by the Treasury. It 
would be allowed to lend 20 
times that amount and to Issue 
notes and other obligations to 
raise more funds. 
In addition to making or guar­ 
anteeing housing loans under 
federal programs, it would help 
finance public facilities and pri­ 
vate enterprises in depressed 
areas.

U.S. Taking Close Look At Enzyme Products

NEW YORK (AP) — At first, 
British 
doctors 
treating 
the 
workers of the detergent plant 
diagnosed the illnesses as bron­ 
chitis, influenza, asthm a. 
But it soon became clear that 
the cause of the mysterious out­ 
break of illness among the de­ 
tergent workers was the highly 
concentrated enzymes the men 
were#working with. 
Now the federal governm ent 
in the United States is taking a 
close look 
at possible health 
hazards from 
detergents con­ 
taining enzymes. 
Health officials in this country 
agree with the detergent indus­ 
try that there is no evidence to 
date of any health hazard 
to 
the housewife or other family 
m embers in the homes where 
the detergents arc used. 
But they note that plant work­ 
ers in the United States, as well 
as in Britain, suffered from skin 
rashes and the asthma-like res­ 
piratory troubles w'hen exposed 
to 
concentrations 
of 
the 
en­ 
zymes. 
The industry says the plant 
problem is under control, but 
federal investigations continue. 
Enzymes are chemicals found 
in all living things. They 
are 
catalysts, speeding up chem ical 
reactions. They are essential, 
for example, in breaking down 
food into sim pler chemical sub 
stances in the human digestive 
system. 
In detergents, enzymes are 
used to break down certain sodls 


and stains into sim pler forms so 
they can be more easily re­ 
moved by the normal detergent 
and washing action, the indus­ 
try says. 
A box of enzyme detergent 
contains about I per cent en­ 
zyme m aterial. The enzyme de­ 
tergents have been in use in this 
country since late 1967. 
Of the 6 billion pounds of 
cleaning 
m aterials 
m anufac­ 
tured a year in this country, 4 5 
billion pounds are detergents. 
The industry says “ it won’t be 


long” before 80 per cent of all 
detergents contain enzymes.

Among major conclusions: 
Heart transplants “appears to 
have prolonged life in individual 
patients.” 
That is, of 136 transplants per­ 


formed in 134 patients as of July 
I, 1969, two survived more than 
a year; 25 per cent had lived at 
least six months; and “ some 
had returned to a useful life.” 
Moreover, the cumulative ex­ 
perience with human subjects 
“has provided information not 
obtainable from animal experi­ 
ments.” 
However, the report made 
these qualifications: 
1. “Because of limited experi­ 
ence and the many uncertain­ 
ties associated with graft rejec­ 
tion, the procedure at present 
must still be considered as pre­ 
dominantly investigational.” 
2. Of the more than 200,000 
persons under age 65 who die 
annually , of heart disease in the 
United States, the maximum 
number of candidates for trans­ 
plants—either of a human or an­ 
imal heart, or by insertion of an 
artificial heart—is estimated to 
be 32,000. 
That is, “The others are not 
candidates because they have 
complicating illness or die with 
in one hour of the onset of the 
attack . . . by . . . ‘sudden 
cardiac death.’ ”

tain other problems are solved, 
the estimated maximum num­ 
ber of “potential donors”—such 
as victims of automobile acc!
